Coeds Hear 
Dr. Roscoe 

War Service 
Program Chief 
Topic of Talk 

McGlll women undergraduates 
were addressed by Dr. Muriel V. 
Roscoe at thé official opening of 
Royal Victoria College on Friday 
afternoon. .". 

Dr. Roscoe outlined the history of 
R.V.C., and pointed out that there 
were about twelve times as many 
women registered at the college 
this year as there were when it 
opened In 189S. It is a separate col- 
lege within McGlll and has its own 
board of 'directors. Dr. Roscoe ex- 
plained. These directors, however, 
are also directors of McGiil, but 
meet as a separate board to discuss 
R.V.C. matters. 

' Dr. Roscoe emphasized the .very 
important- part .•Lwd' rstraWicoaa 
played in the establishing of R.V.C., 
which is the headquarters for ail 
women undergraduates as well as 
being the residence for women 
students, and she expressed the 
hope that the girls would look upon 
it as a second ;horoe;;:^<^^ 

Dr. Roscoe also talked lof the War 
Service Program for women. All 
women students are required to 
register for this program. While 
the first year co-eds have to take 
the. course especially planned for 
them, second, third and fourth year 
students may choose any course 
from those listed, among which are 
the following: Red Cross, A.RJP. 
work, first aid or. shorthand and 
typing. • ' 

Dr. Roscoe said that she .would 
be looking forward to a very inter- 
esUng and successful year.

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The War Council 

Tlie War Council will meet for the first 
time this year on Wednesday, October 
14th, to formulate a program for the com- 
• ing year. For the benefit of the newcom- 
ers a word may be said of the War Council 
itself. The Council was set up last year 
for the purpose of co-ordinating all cam- 
pus activities relevant to the University 
war effort. As a result, such campaigns as 
■■ the "Mile of pennies," "Salvage drives," 
etc. were successfully undertaken. ' 

A feature of the Council last year how- 
ever was that, being a newly formed insti- 
tution it lacked in some respects the confi- 
dence of the campus as a whole. This at- 
titude was understandable in view of the 
fact that the actual constitution atid work-! 
ings were not completely comprehénded'^by 
evèryone. ■ ' . 

^ It is our opinion, however, that what- 
ever criticisms may be made of the War 
Council, none can doubt that it is a step in 
the right direction. No one can argue that 
for an optiraum war effort on the part of 
university students, all student organiza- 
tions, whether they bo on or off the cam- 
pus, must co-operate to the fullest. 

This co-operation can bo achieved only 
by a complete understanding among sucli 
. diversified groups as scientific cjubs and 
^ - humanities clubs, between rëligious clubâ 
and social science dubs, etc., etc. There- 
fore by conscientiously sending reprcsenta- 
^ tives to the War Council, university or- 
ganizations can help to make McGill's war 
effort lead other universities ■ by an even 
, wider margin than it did in past years, and 
it has been rightly said that "if a house be 
divided amongst itself that house cannot 
stand." 



Student Activities 

-In spite of the great demands of mili- 
tary training and the speed-up in regular 
academic courses to meet wartime needs, 
student activities retain much of their sig- 
nificance at:McGill. The eighty- five clubs 
and societies on-lhe campufrepiescnt what 
onè professor has called "the spontaneous, 
lenthusiaetio pursuit of some chosen ideal." 
Few if any clubs have ceased to carry on 
tHeir activities, although in many cases so- 
cîàl functions have been greatly curtailed. 
.This fact in itself demonstrates the import- 
ant place which extraourncùlàr activities 
continue to occupy in student life. 
, If these clubs can so direct their activi- 
jties as to assist in the winning of the war, 
" ^^îlJwU be that much more serviceable 
jàe|university and the nation. Many 
.^-^^^TOfcontributed greatly in the past two 
y^are,; ànd this only prompts us to ask for 
even greater contributions in the present 
session. 

. To the incoming Freshman, class we 
say: take part in the activities of the group 
in which your interest lies. Much pleasure 
tmid' benefit can be derived from these as- 
sociations. But we suggest that you restrict 
^your activities to a very few societies, for 
[tbe^mutual benefit of your work -and the 
societies tlicraselves. There is no place for 
dilution of energy over a great number of 
intei^sts, which only prpduçM juelMioee^

Clarifications 

A number of mistmderstandings have 
arisen concerhinig certain features of the 
new military regulations. ' ^ 
All students will first be enrolled in the 
B Wing of the C.O.T.C. and subsequently 
transferred to other sections. 

The regulations for the University Air 
Training Corps state that students will be 
paid tho equivalent of forty days' pay. 
This, as in the case of tho C.O.T.C. pay, 
will be signed over to the U.A.T.C. fund. 
The regulations further stale that cadets 
of tho U.A.T.C. will be under the R.C.A.F. 
control and subject to Air Force Law while 
on -parade. This is meant to imply while 
in Uniform.

"Tales of Manhattan," currently showing at 
tho Palace, Is an essay In motion-picture nov- 
elty featured by an appreciable portion of dar- 
ing experiment and yet, anomalously. Informed 
almost all through by an undertone of ortho- 
>Ioxy--whlch leaves it an outstanding picture 
that misses greatness by a hair, but a percep- 
tible hair. 

Basic architectural pattern of the picture is 
revolutionary. The film consists of a number 
of independent episodes receiving tenuous con- 
tinuity from the fact that each episode is a 
chapter or phase In the career of one tailcoat in 
New York or more properly on Manhattan Is- 
land. If the usual movie can be called broadly 
a novel,* then "Tales of Manhattan" is, an- 
alogously, a program of short stories. 

Since to film a short story obviously taxes 
directorial and productional ingenuity the pic- 
ture's pattern is Its own acid test. One or two 
of the episodes have the characteristics of a 
good short story, displaying concentrated 
dama, suspense, and occasionally, humor. In 
one the suave hand of Ferene Molnar >vas 
plainly evidenL . 

The opening episode, featuring Charles 
Boyer and Rita Hayworth Is of a high class and 
receives its distinction from Julien Duvlvier's 
masterly direction. The chaptei; with Ginger 
Rogen, Henry Fonda, and Cesar Romero, Is an 
Ingratiating piece impressive by Its delicate sau- 
ciness and telling subtlety and irony. Charles 
Laughton and Edward G. Robinson invest their 
respective episodes with magnificent perform- 
ances, but their yeoman^ efforts, first rate per 
se, cannot enable the episodes to transcend the 
rather severe limitations Imppsed by scripts 
and stock characters T..tliat assemble virtually 
every cliche contained In films and lower-qual- 
ity fiction about the vicissitudes of Manhattan. 

Laughton's episode has moments of honest 
and genuine pathos and momenta'ôt deplorable 
hokum and thus can serve as exemplary of the 
whole picture, which Is a clinically 'interesting 
anomaly. More homogeneously original, Rob 
Inson's chapter Is pleasantly flavored by Intel 
ligently used music both Incidental and essen 
tial. Though Paul Robeson is as always, com-' 
manding, his episode Is unfortunate and prO' 
vides him with Justification for his rage at Hoi 
lywood for giving him material about Negro 
character that is naive, imsubtle. and flavored 
with :imwarrantèd theatrical mysticism. 

"Tales of Manhattan" is of course, as a 
glance at the cast shows, a sidereal revelation. 
But the galaxy is widely distributed to the sep 
arate episodes with due regard for professional 
Jealousy. The result is that the revelation is 
never at any one time too luminous for the eye 
to take. It would be InteresUng to see all these 
stars in one conUnuous full-length film provld 
ing opportunity for them all to work together 
in the development of the plot 

For its- attempt at something genuinely new 
and for a' number ot sparkling performances 
end many exciting moments, "Tales of Manhat- 
tan" should be seen by all. The crowds taxing 
the resources of the Palace Theatre ell week- 
end bear this out amply.— E. G.

The triple star combination of Blng Crosby, 
Fred Astaire and Irving Berlin have combined 
their various talents to produce Holiday Inn, 
an extremely tuneful good-natured film, which 
is now settled at Loew's for the second week. 

The idea of constructing a musical around 
an Inn that is open for business only on holi- 
days, is a natural for tho principles involved. 
It allows free play for Crosby and Astaire to 
perform against the background of Berlin's 
fluffy spirited melodies. There is a bumper 
crop of Berlin confections, with appropriate 
"musical interpretations of Lincoln's birthday, 
the Fourth of July, St. Valentine's Day, to men- 
tion a few. "White Christmas" and "Be Care- 
ful, It's My Heart" are two which are already 
echoing from a thousand juke boxes through- 
out the land. 

There's no point in dissecting Holiday Inn 
into Its component parts as a film. The plot is 
only a slim strand of continuity that links the 
music together. Crosby Is appropriately and 
characteristically : casual as < the composer-singer 
witli a yen to get out of sliow business and into 
something a little less demanding of time and 
energy. Fred Astaire maintains his aglltty as 
of old and both of them manage with ease. Tho 
ladles .involved include Marjorie Reynolds and 
Virginia Dare. Of these Miss Reynolds Is more 
frcqùenUy In evidence as 'she sings with Cros- 
by, dances with Astaire and looks very decor- 
.atlve when not engaged in either of these 
strenuous occupations. Miss Dare does consid- 
erably less singing and dancing and Is there 
merely, to even up the boy and girl finale, 
Waiter Abel stops playing Mr. District Attorney 
long enough to play Astaire's apoplectic agent, 
and Louise Beavers as . Crosby's motherly 
housekeeper add to tho goings-on. 

Holiday Inn is one of those movies that has 
everything to make it successful and happily, 
it is.-M. S. W.
